Without knowing any of the de- 
tails, he could see a simple method 
of obviating the major difficulty. 
When the deer had been caralled 
they could easily be loaded into 
covered lorries as required and taken 
direct to the abattoir, which was 
only about a mile away. This would 
overcome the necessity for dealing 
with such a large number on the 
one dav. The animals could be 
killed at the abattoir by the most 
humane methods. 'This would avoid

the necessity of a large scale 
‘* slaughter.’”’ 

Finally. the Colonel remarked : 
“I would like to say something 


that may help to adjust a sympa- 
thetic sense of proportion among the 
many kindly-disposed folk who are 
interested in this question. I have 
found in the course of a life entirelv 
devoted to the welfare of animals 
that many people cause themselves 
acute pain and suffering by attribut- 
ing to animals ability to experience 
mental pain under all the conditions 
which are able to cause us mental 
suffering.

to explore the way nature has 
adaped the different orders o 
life to their environment, from the 


lowest to the highest, we can see 
that the. ability to experience the 
full range of sensations that humans 
experience is limited in degree, which 
decreases as we descend the scale of 
animal life.”

Skins will 
not be exported for some months 
vet,-as the rabbit’s summer coat is 
not suitable for the trade. 

The transport difficulties with 
which the trade have had to grapple 
will be discussed with the Depart- 
ment of Supplies in the near future, 
and some arrangements made to 
allow a regular supply of rabbits to 
come from tne country-to the export- 
ing houses. 

Last year some. difficulty was 
experienced by rabbit-skin exporters 
in getting bales to hold the skins, 
but it is expected that they will be 
able to secure sufficient. bales this 
year with the help of their customers 
in Britain. 

There is plenty of timber avail- 
able for the manufacture of boxes 
for the packing of rabbit carcases, 
but the supply of the most suitable 
type of nails is short. The exporters 
are managing with what nails they 
can get. 

As last vear, a large quantity of 
rabbit meat will be canned for 
export and home consumption.

TRAVELLING BY 
'BUS IN EIRE 
MILEAGE AND MONEY 


LTHOUGH over 

fewer passengers travelled 

by omnibus in the twenty-six 

counties for the first six months of 

this year, over £46,000 more was 

paid in passenger fares by those 
who did use ‘buses. 

The ‘bus companies also derived 
another benefit from this first half. 
years working. The ‘buses ran 
nearly 4,000,000 less miles during 
January to July, 1942. than was run 
by them in the same period in 1941. 

-The figures of the July statement 
of the Department of Industry and 
Statistics Branch show 
1942. the Dublin city 
‘buses ran 957,000 
vehicular miles, as compared with 
1,534,000: miles in July, 1941; 
10,500,000 passengers were carried in 
the month, which was over 2.000.000 
less than in July, 1941. The gross 
receipts for passenger fares were 
£85.230 last month and £103,843 in 
July, 1941 In Cork city and suburbs 
in July last 918,000 passengers were 
carried 112.000 miles at fares amount- 
ing to £9,186. In Jniv, 1941, 
1,068,000 passengers travelled 164,000 
miles at fares amounting to £10,462. 


CROSS-COUNTRY 

The statistics of the “buses between 
other centres throughout the twenty- 
six counties show that only 512,000 
vehicular miles were run by ‘buses in 
July, 1942. whereas these ‘buses ran 
689,000 miles in July, 1941. Only 
809.000 passenger's were carried, as 
compared with 1,020,000 in July last 
vear, whereas nearly £700 more was 
paid in fares. The gross receipts 
from passenger fares for these 
services was in July, 1941, £52,975, 
and in July, 1942, £65,647. For the 
first six months of 1942 passengers in 
these cross-country omnibuses paid in 
fares £116,239 more than they paid 
in the same period of 1941. 

A somewhat similar story is told 
in the Department’s statistics of the 
omnibuses crossing tle border. The 
gross receipts from passenger fares 
were £51.547 for the period January 
to July, 1942.

T is impossible for anyone long to 
study the earl history of the

the peninsula in prehistoric and 
Roman times are indispensable aids 
to the specialist student. But in the
